REcENT utterances from the offi- 
cial leaders of organized labor so- 
cieties throw considerable light 
upon the attitude of these bodies 
toward some of the prominent 
questions of the day.

But there is 
at the same time, however, a 
great diversify of opifiion as 
to the way in which such an inno- 
vation is to be brought about. The 
most sensible men among laborers 
readily appreciate the serious cliar- 
acter of the discussion new going 
on. They reason correctly that 
nothing must be done to imperil 
manufacturing and other forms of

The question arises whether the 
time of a day’s work can be les- 
sened two hours apd the wages re-_ 
main the same, without inflicting 
serious injury upon all forms of 
profitable production. Hence there 
is a commendable hesitation on the 
part of a number of these organiz- 
tions in espousing the cause ad- 
vanced by the Federation of Labor 
that the new order of things be in- 
augurated on the Ist of next May. 
Then, as to the means em- 
ployed to force this demand, 
the sentiment among the Knights 
of Labor and the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers is emphat- 
ically against a general strike. Mr. 
Powderly declares that a sudden 
change to the eight-hour system 
would prove disastrous to manu- 
facturers and commerce. And he 
speaks most decidedly against the 
hope ef the revolution being re- 
alized through the shock of a gen- 
eral suspension of labor. These 
sentiments are practically those of 
Mr. Arthur and amount to the 
repudiation of the views of Presi- 
dent Gompers that the eight-hour 
movement can be carried into 
effect4so early as next year. Or- 
ganized labor has accomplished 
much in relieving the conditions 
of the American workmen, and the 
outlook is hopeful, if only the 
voice of reason can be heard with 
reference to urging forward such 
fundamental reforms as the eight-. 
hour system.
